The driver whistled 
shrilly, and the crowd, made wary 
hy long experience, scattered in all 
directions, all but one girl. A sin- 
gle moment she hesitated, glanced 
both wavs, dropped back a step and 
then, changing her mind, dashed 
forward in an attempt to gain the 
other side. 


"The moment's hesitation was too 


much. The frightened horses rush- 
ed on. Ten minutes later her life- 
less body was boine away in an am- 
bulance to the city morgue. 


"There were no marks of identi- 


fication on the girl's person. The 
police -nere reduced to the necessity 
of publishing a description in the 
newspaper?, hoping that relatives 
would come to claim the body. And 
in answer to that description, which 
was made as detailed and accurate 
as possible, more than 300 mothers 
and sisters wrote or appeared at the 
morgue. 
More than 300 women 


within reach of the Xew York pa- 
pers confessed that girls whom the} 
loved, corresponding to the descrip- 
tion of this girl, had disappeared 
Xot one of them was able to identi- 
fv her. She was buried after a time 
at the city's expense. 


"Three' hundred women returnee 


to pursue their fruitless search else- 
where. What had become of the 
300 girls for whom they searched ?'

The idea was taken hold of in oth- 
er quarter, not only of France, but 
of other continental countries, and 
f l i p enthusiasm created by the work 
re*nltcd in the grand "conference of 
the reformatory union," the real be- 
ginning of our present day work in 
behfilt of juvenile delinquents.

bluebird is one of the most familiar 
tenants of the farm and dooryard. 
Everywhere it J§ bailed as the har- 
binger of spring, and wherever it 
chooses to reside it is sure of a warm 
welcome. 
This bird, like the robin, 


phoebe, house wren, and some swal- 
lows, is very domestic in its habits 
Its favorite nesting Bites are crannies 
in the farm buildings or boxes made 
fur its use or natural cavities in old 
apple trees. For rent the bird pays 
amply by destroying insects, and it 
takes no toll from the farm crop. The 
bluebird's diet consists of 68 'per cent 
of insects to 32 per cent of vegetable 
matter 
The largest items of insect 


food are grasshoppers first and beetles 
next, while caterpillars stand third 
All of these are harmful except a few 
of the beetles 
The vegetable food 


consists chiefly of fruit pulp, only an 
insignificant portion of which is of cul- 
thated varieties. Among wild fruits 
elderberries are the favorite. 
From 


the above it will be seen that the blue- 
bird does no essential harm, but on 
the contraiy eata many harmful and 
annoying insects.
